Film Shows 
Here Next Week

Salary Increase 

The teachers’ salary negotiating 
committee, personnel of which was 
Mr. H. P. Thoreson, principal of 
Brant school; Mr. Elroy L. Brosz, 
Elda M. Robinson, teacher Mead- 
owbank school, met with the Divis¬ 
ional Board to consider the matter 
of teacher salaries for the coming 
1948-49 school year. After consid¬ 
erable discussion and consideration 
of salary schedules recently nego¬ 
tiated in other school divisions in 
this area, agreement was reached 
between the two parties whereby 
the present schedule would be 
amended, changing present basic 
minimum for elementary teachers 
from present amount of $1,300.00 
yearly to a new figure of $1,500.00 
yearly and payment for high 
school teachers from present rate 
of $1,700.00 yearly to a new rate 
of $1,900 per year. It was generally 
agreed by both parties that the 
new salary schedule as agreed up¬ 
on would stand fairly high in the 
list of schedules in the province for 
the 1948-49 school year and it was 
hoped that no great jdifficulty 
would ne encountered in securing 
necessary replacements to com- 
The increased cost of living and plete the Divisional teaching staff 
Increases in the salary schedules 
of the Foothills and Mcleod 
School Divisions were factors ad¬ 
vanced by the teachers’ delegation 
for consideration by the board, 
while the board as a whole felt 
that the two increases granted in 
1946-47 had raised salaries to a 
reasonable level and that further 
‘ncrease in school taxes should be 
avoided if possible. 

A motion that no further in¬ 
crease in the teachers’ salary sche¬ 
dule be granted at this time was 
passed by the board by a majority 
of 4 to 1. The teachers’ delegation 
voiced the opinion that the Depart¬ 
ment of Education may be asked 
to appoint an arbitration board.

The Vulcan School District’s 1948 
requisition to the Town of Vulcan 
for the amount of $17,606 for 
school purposes has been protested 
by the town council. The protest 
is in the form of an appeal to the 
Department of Municipal Affairs 
against the percentage of increase 
over previous year's requisition. 

A recent amendment to the 
Town and Village Act, effective 
this year, makes provision for such 
an appeal when the increase in 
school requisitions are greater 
20%. The increase in local school 
requisitions, from $12,505 in 1947, 
to $17,606 in 1948, is approximately 
40%, and is largely accounted for 
by necessary increases in teachers' 
salaries. 

It is understood that both the 
town council and the school board 
will be allowed to make repres-

BARRIERS TO FREEDOM 

(The Canadian Statesman) 

Many centuries ago the psalmist urged, “Wisdom 
is the principal thing; therefore get wisdom; and 
with all thy getting get understanding.'* 

How do Canudians acquire wisdom and under¬ 
standing? Spiritually, through the church; but soci¬ 
ally and politically, through tlj^ schools, press and 
radio. How do these three latter methods of dis¬ 
seminating information fare today? 

The schools, much to Canada's shame, are ham¬ 
pered by the lack of space and money. Teachers are 
underpaid, and many cannot be expected to secure MASSEY-^IARRIS TRACTOR FOR 
proper academic standing when rewards are so nig¬ 
gardly.

The matter of the town council’s appeal against 
the increased school requisition' this year, as re¬ 
ported elsewhere in this issue, raises the question 
of just what will happen should the appeal be al¬ 
lowed and a reduced requisition ordered for next 
year. 

At the last school board meeting a request by a 
delegation representing the local teaching staff for 
an upwards revision of the salary schedule was 
turned down by a majority vote of the trustees. It 
is therefore reasonable to assume that the school 
board's biggest expenditure—-on teachers’ salaries— 
cannot be reduced at the present time, unless the 
number on the staff is reduced, and a reduction of 
staff would likely mean a reduction in the number 
of credits taught—which is hardly desirable.
